FALCON PROMOTIONAL COLLECTION 
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MEET REPORT 


The Gateway Chapter hosted the 5th Annual National Meet ofthe Falcon Club of America at 
the Holiday Inn Westport in St. Louis, Missouri, on August 8, 9 and 10, 1984. The weatherman 
provided us with three hot and sunny days. The hotel accommodated most of the members by 
giving them rooms overlooking the parking lot full of Falcons. 


Enthusiastic Falcon owners began arriving as early as Tuesday before the meet officially 
opened at noon on Thursday. There were 72 registrations by Thursday afternoon and a total of 
129 by Saturday at noon when registration was closed. We had 82 Falcons parked in the hotel 
lot arranged in seven classes which made voting very easy. There were 27 states represented 
and 2 families from Canada. The Gateway sponsor, Sherwood Ford, had a display of new 
Fords parked along with our Falcons. The swap area was kept busy with shoppers looking for 
Falcon goodies. 


The only official function held on Thursday was a Board of Directors meeting; but there was 
already a lot of tire kicking going on in the parking lot. 


Friday morning there was a hospitality room open with free coffee and cookies. The National 
Club store and registration did a brisk business most of the day. The national reference library 
was on display for everyone's use. Free posters, flyers and many manufacturers promotional 
items were given to each registrant along with a dash plaque and wall plaque. Attendance prizes 
were given throughout the day to each winners' delight. Friday afternoon brought seminars to 
the attention of the Falcon owners. Sharon Fabey of California presented a slide show and 
seminar for the ladies on the ladies viewpoint of Falcon mania. If you wanted to learn how to 
overhaul a 200 cu. in. 6 cylinder engine Tom O'Dell showed you how with slides and a seminar. 
On Friday evening Larry Wilson gave an in depth seminar on rebuilding a 4 speed transmission. 
There were also times set aside for each chapter vieing for the '85 convention to have an 
opportunity to present their city as the next convention site. 


Saturday morning two buses arrived at the front entrance of the hotel and 102 people went on 
a quided tour of St. Louis. The trip included the riverfront, the Gateway Arch, Busch Stadium 
and lunch at McDonalds which is a large replica of an 1880 paddle wheeler. 


During the day Friday and Saturday you could cast your vote for your favorite Falcon in each 
of seven classes. Our photographer Dan Schmidt of Kansas City took a picture of each Falcon 
in the Picture Parade. You could tell how hot and sunny it was by the number of sunshades 
installed over the Falcons. 


The general business meeting was held on Saturday afternoon. 


At 6:30 Saturday evening 210 members and guests entered the banquet room to find the Best 
of Show car sitting in the center of the room. Each table was decorated with a centerpiece made 
from a can of oil with a Falcon in the center of the Gateway Arch. The banquet was opened with 
the invocation given by Rev. Paul Wobus. After dinner our quest speaker Gerald Perschbacker 
of Old Cars Weekly gave a very good speech on collecting cars and showed some rare 
promotional films on the early Falcons. 


Unique awards were presented to 21 winners. Also an award for Best of Show, Ladies 
Choice, Longest Distance and a special appreciation award for the President of the FCA, Roy 
Sword. The awards consisted of a 9 x 12 walnut plaque with a 5 x 7 cutout. Into this cutout was 
placed a picture of their car already developed and enlarged. As each award was presented a 
slide of their car was also shown on a movie screen. 


Many door prizes were awarded to the quests along with the novel centerpieces. 


Sunday morning dawned with a continually emptying parking lot and we will have to wait 
another year before we can view that many Falcons together again and enjoy all the good Falcon 
fellowship.
